HARVEST DISEASE 


IS DUE TO JIGGER 


HEALTH BODY SAYS 


Writer for Public

tion Traces Summer Complaint 


to Little Insect. 


Although 
of brief 
duration, 
the 
harvest disease, as it is commonly 
known, is one of the most annoying 
and troublesome 
complaints of 
the 
summer season. It is of frequent oc- 
currence, 
seldom 
recognized, 
and 
widely disseminated. 
The disease Is 


generally ascribed to errors of diet, 
over-exertion or poisoning, 
and but 


few of the afflicted are aware that the 
cause of their suffering is a minute 
six-legged insect. 


The "jigger," "chigger," or harvest 
mite, whicn occasions this vexatious 
summer eruption, belongs to the mite 
family. This in itself is sufficient to 
cause some doubt in the minds of the 
enlightened, inasmuch as several oth- 
er members of the family have gained 
fame through misbehavior. The itch 
mite is a notorious example. It has 
been with us since history began and 
still afflicts 
the human race. The 
straw-mite, only recently discovered, 
is ,\lso acquiring somewhat of a repu- 
tation. 


The adult jigger is harmless. It ap- 


self to leaves and grasses and utterly 
ignoring all human intruders. The 


at its onset. the sufferer can almost 
in variably point with exactness to 
the burrowing sites and frequently the 
disappearing extremities 
of the 
In- 
truders may be observed. A needle, 
sterilized by boiling, may be used/ to 
pluck the invaders from their dermal 
intreuchments, and even if the search 
proves unsuccessful, the counter-irri- 
tion produced by the 
instrument 
is 
pleasurable, and affords great enjoy- 
! ment to the afflicted. If the swelling 
or oedema of the skin is considerable 
or if ths lesions are not recent, search 
will prove futile as the larvae are al- 
ready safely buried. 
One can then 
only hope for an early termination of 
:heir activities, this usually requir- 
ng from five to seven days. Several 
extremely 
useful 
preparations 
are 
prescribed by physicians, not only to 
till the mites, but to reduce the irri- 
gation and relieve the itching. Batn- 
ing directly after exposure is advisa- 
ble in order to drown the parasites. 
The best treatment is, however, the 
avoidance of the haunts of the tor- 
mentors.

Washington, Aug. .2.—Through the 
government of Lomzha, where the 
right.wing of Field Marshal, von Hin- 
deuburg's army began its battles for 
Warsaw and the way 'beyond the Bug 
the battle tide has ebbed and fiowec 
in decisive 'waves since the war's out- 
break. 
From this • northeastern cor 
ner of Russian Poland, the forces of 
the Tsar smashed their way deep in 
to East Prussia, and they were thrown 
back this way by the re-enforced Ger 
mans upon their 
fortresses of 
Oso- 
wiec, Kolno 
and 
Ostrolenka. 
The 
grour.d in the north of. the govern 
ment has been fought over'a number 
of times, and just recently have the 
Germans swept over the first line o 
defenses toward the 
southwest 
and 
the southeast. 
A description of this 
interesting battle ampitheatre has 
been prepared by the 
National Geo 


graphic society. It is as follows: 
"The government, .of 
Lomzha 
is 
one of the dreariest regions in Rus 
sian 
Poland. 
Extensive 
marshe 
spread over much of its area, particu 
iarlg following the banks of the iNar 
ew river, as it winds it way south 
west toward its confluence with th 
Vistula north of Warsaw. 
The. Bu 
forms the southern boundary of th 
government, and is one of the 
las 
obstacles to a march on Warsaw, from 
the north. In parts of its- course, the 
banks of the Bug are worn in deep 
terraces, and, likewise, the bed of th 
Narew is cut so deep in parts as ti 
give the country a hilly appearance 
Clayey-, wire-grass tufted swamps fll 
in much of the monotonous picture of 
this region with dingy rust and brown. 
"Just to the north of the 
govern- 


ment lies the Masuren lake region of 
East Prussia.

moist cold, the same leaden skies, 
and the same hot, breathless summers 
hang over the Polish district as those, 
found in East Prussia.

Nick In an Artery Dangerous. 


A "nick" in an artery is sometime 


more dangerous than its complete sev 
erlng; for the coats of arteries ar 
formed of muscular tissue, which con 
tracts, and a slight cut at once ex 
pands into a round or oval .hoi 
through which the hemorrhage con 
tinues unless the 'artery be tie 
When an artery is completely se 
ered the cut tends to turn in an 
close the tube. In the case of a sma 
artery this closing sometimes needs 
no assistance. In the case of a larger 
artery, the surgeon ties It at once, 
and thus closes it for good.

New York Medical Journal two recent 
cases at Lincoln hospital In which 
hemorrhages broke out over and over 
again for several weeks in arteries 
that had only just been nicked, and 
that were finally healed by being tied 
just as If they had been severed.

Household Hints 


THINGS WORTH 
KNOWING. 
When making pillow cases "ouy the 


tubing and do not sew up either side. 
Either hem and edge with lace, 
or 
stamp and embroider both ends. You 
can try it on your used /pillow cases. 
Jt is so easy to handle in the laundry, 
without turning inside out two or 
three times, as you .would -with those 
that are closed at one end. • 
Do not discard embroidered towels 
or pillow cases-when worn in center. 
Cut pillow cases 'in two and make 
four covers out of ends for tops of 
bathroom flush boxes of closet seat. 
Each end of the towels may be used 
by measuring desired width and hem- 
ming one side. 
Three sides of the 


pillow case mats must be hemmed 
very narrow. 
Some of the pillow 
cases match the towels and when 
used at the same time in bathroom 
these "sets" are attractive and pro- 
long the usr of the embroidered ends 
when centers are worn out. 
^ To use men's shorts if they are 
worn at collar and wrists, lay small 
child's one-piece dress on; use back 
of shirt for front of dross and but- 
tons for back; cut out and finish with 
braid. It lasts for some time. 


To test heat of oven, place a piece 


of white paper in it. 
If heat is too 
groat, paper will turn black; 
if 
it 


turns 
a 
light yellow it is fit for 
sponge cake and light kinds of bis- 
cuits: if a dark brown, it is fit for 
pastry; if a dark yellow, it is ready 
for the baking of the heavier kinds 
of cake. 


If you have a number

articles, such as dish cloths, that you 
do not care to send to the.laundry, 
you make them as white as snow, 
using cold waler and soap,

pour into tho basin a tablespoon' of

Just souse them around 
and rinse. 


To keep bathtub white and sani- 
tary, tako an old sheet or a piece of 
muslin a little larger than the tub. 
Cut holes all around about one inch 
from end, then draw piece of tape or 
corset string through; place over tho 
tub, draw the string and tie in front. 
When ready for bath it. can easily be 
taken off and you always have a 
clean tub. It also prevents dust or 
lint from clogging pipes. 
You have 
no 'dust or spots to wash off every 
day.

New York, Aug. 2.—The first year 
of the war calls for a compromise. 
From the capitals of the belligerent 
nations come reports of deceminating 
optimism; but the encouragement is 
all based on phantom beliefs in what 
the future may have in store. It Is a 
pitiful tale each country has to tell of 
the past. There is no aspect any- 
where of hope in the present. 
Ap- 
peals to unsubstantial visions of the 
future alone encourage hope In a full 
won victory. 
But the future is so often a will-o'- 
the-wisp that leads to quicksands and 
quagmires. Amid the bold claims ur 
success which each nation Is making 
on the first anniversary of the war, it 
is pitifully .easy to detect the wailing 
note of sorrow trying to- disguise it- 
self as a paeon of triumph, r Jn truth, 
there will be no triumphant celebra- 
tions anywhere-in Europe at'this an- 
niversary time. 
Writers, may 
pen 


their eulogies of native heroes, equal- 
ized 
among 
all 
the 
belligerents; 
drawn battles may be. magnified Into 
brilliant successes, but the souls of 
the warring people cannot rejoice at 
these Inconclusive evidences of suc- 
cess. All the nations dwell too close- 
ly to defeat.and al! know victory is 
too far away. 


Compromise must bring an end to

conflict. The 
nations 
of

world must learn that all individual 
life depends on a perpetual compro-

Climate Variety In Chile. 


^. Chilo has a coast line of 2,000 miles 
a^id the breadth of the country varies 
from only 100 to 250 miles. The crest 
of the Andes marks the eastern boun- 
dary and the Pacific .ocean the western. 
The coast chain and the principal cor- 
dlllera of the Andes traverse the coun- 
try longitudinally. 
Betwen them lies 


the central valley, the great agricul- 
tural section of the country. 
In the 


north are tbe arid deserts which eon- 
tain the nitrates. In the south is the 
Cnllos archipelago and the mainland 
where the rains are freqtient and con- 
stant. The long stretch of coast and 
the variations due to the mountain 
chains afford every variety of climate, 
but the greater section of the country 
may be said to have a temperate cli- 
mate. The mineral resources are the 
natural wealth which furnish the ma- 
jor part of the purchasing power.—New 
York Sun.
